FORNIA” STAMP URGED 


Was First Steamship To Carry 
United States Mail And Flag To 
Pacific Ocean And San Francisco 


(Editors Note: The following story of several of the highlights in the life 


of the Pioneer Steamship “California” was written by Reed 


D. Achauer, 438 


Putnam Ave., Zanesville, Ohio. His collecting and research interests have been 
devoted for many years to collecting material of this nature and of this era. 
Mr. Achauer has attempted here to show that the ship is historically important 
enough to warrant a commemorative stamp). 


I would like to bring to the attention of stamp collectors an 


important event in American History well worthy of being honored 
with a commemorative memorial three cent stamp—the epoch-mak- 
ing voyage of the Pioneer Steamship “California” from New York 
City, down around South America via the perilous, treacherous 
Straits of Magellan, to the Pacific Ocean and thence to San Fran- 
cisco, in 1848-1849, This staunch little sidewheeler Steamship played

Citizens Of Goshen And Chester 
New York In Strenuous Campaign 
For Hambletonian Commemorative 


One of the most concerted drives for a commemorative stamp 
for quite some time is being opens by interested persons in the 
Goshen, N. Y. area. The Post Office-Department has been requested 
to consider issuance of a stamp which would recognize the 100th 
anniversary of the Hambletonian. The Hambletonian is the most 
famous of all the annual trotting races held throughout the country. 

To date the Post Office Department has expressed little enthus- 
iasm for the proposal, but it is known that there has been a great 
amount of pressure exerted to have such a stamp added to the 1949 
program. Proponents of the idea® 











are citing several of the stamps 
of 1948 and earlier years as pre- 
cedents for the granting of such 
an issue. They point out that the 
Poultry, Pony Express, Doctor’s, 
Movie Industry, Telegraph, 
Steamship and Railroad stamps 
as well as those issued for expo- 
sitions are of no more worthiness. 

The 81st Congress will hear a- 
bout the stamp issue plan. Inci- 
dentally it will learn something 
also about harness horses in par- 
ticular when it convenes this 
month. Representative Katherine 
St. George has written Miss Eliza- 
beth Sharts, Goshen Town His- 
torian and proponent of the idea, 
that she will make the stamp pro- 
posal her “first order of business” 
in the new year and also the sub- 
ject of a bill she will introduce at 
the first opportunity. Mrs. St. 
George’s support carried more 
than ordinary weight because she 
is a member of the Post Office 
Committee. 

Miss Sharts and others who 
wrote in support of the stamp is- 
sue have received from Joseph J. 
Lawler, Third Assistant Postmas- 
ter General, letters expressing 
doubt whether the subject is of 
sufficiently broad interest to war- 
rant a commemorative stamp, and 
recalling that a similar applica- 
tion on behalf of the runner Man 
O’ War had been turned down. 
Miss Sharts has written a reply, 
pointing out the vast difference 
between the modern race horse, 
great as he was, and the Orange 
County sire of both trotting speed 
and equine toughness. 

To Mr. Lawler’s remark that 
the Hambletonian anniversary 
seemed hardly a fitting subject 
for postage stamp memorializa- 
tion, Miss Sharts and others point 
to the obviously limited appeal of

Miss Sharts observed that “every 
trotting track in the country owes 
its very existence to the continu- 
ing power of the Hambletonian 
blood lines. Hambletonian has de- 
scendants in countless numbers 
as meritorious as Man O’ War. 

Both Horseman and Fair World, 
and Harness Horse, two leading 
publications for horsemen, gave 
prominence this week to the pro- 
posal for a stamp and to plans 
now in process for celebration of 
the Hambletonian centenary in 
Goshen and Chester, where the 
horse was foaled and lived. his 
entire life. 

Support for the proposed stamp 
among California horsemen was 
expressed by Bernard Kearney, 
general manager of the Western 
Harness Racing Association, who 
informed Mr. Lawler that there 
were in this country “over 700 
tracks featuring the Stardard- 
bred” and that harness racing is 
an important aspect of sport in 31 
states.

This Pioneer Steamship also 
played a large part in opening up 
the Pacific Ocean and the Pacific 
Coasts of North and South Ameri- 
ca to the advent of the Steam Ves- 
sel and the innumerable multitude 
of Steamships that were to follow 
her into Pacific Waters through 
the subsequent years, extending 
their influence to the Orient and 
the many Islands of the Pacific.

Besides the many colorful per- 
sonalities onboard and the Gold 
Rush Crowd consisting of every 
type person from every walk of 
life, the Pioneer Steamship also 
carried General Persifor Smith, 
the newly appointed Military 
Governor for the Pacific Depart- 
ment, and his Staff for the Terri- 
tories of California and Oregon, 
the Chief Justice of the Oregon 
Territory, and numerous other of- 
ficials, etc, who helped to bring 
Law, Order, Education and Relig. 
gion to the Pacific Coast. 





An August 6, 1948, I wrote to 
the Postmaster General, Wash- 
ington, D. C. suggesting that the 
Post Office Department issue a 
commemorative memorial three 
cent stamp in honor of the Pioneer 
Steamship “California,” on Octo- 
ber 6, 1948, the 100th annversary 
of the Ship’s Departure from 
New York City for San Francisco. 
As an alternate suggestion, if the 
time was too short, I proposed 
that they issue the stamp on 
February 28, 1949, the 100th anni- 
versary of the “California’s” 
triumphant Arrival at San Fran- 
cisco.

The Story 0f How The 
First Day Was Chosen

Thus 
the new rate bacome effective on 
December 25, 1898.

A Case For Postal Inspectors 


Our editorial of December 20th has brought a lot of letters to 
our desk. Of course we could not answer all of them for we were 
the wrong people to write to. If you were interested your letters 
should have gone to the Postmaster General or to your congressman. 

It is only through concerted action by 
those who are interested that the faults 
mentioned in that editorial can be remed- 
ied and it takes time and work on your 
part. Our feeble protests aJone can not 
do it, you must back us up with your 
help. One of the most interesting letters 
concerning the matter came from a sub- 
- scriber in Fremont, Ohio. This party chose 
as his pet peeve the recent 5c New York 
Air Mail which has already soared to 
heights beyond imagination in the Plate 
Number Block field. If the statements 
made in a following paragraph and which 
are quoted from this letter from Mr. Cort- 
land H. Dippel, 1108 Moore Street, Fre- 
mont, Ohio, are correct, then there is 
need for investigation by department Of- 
ficials. It also recalls to our mind the fact 
that when the Korea Flag stamps came 
on the market and in many eastern post- 
‘Z offices we heard and had reported to us 
GEO. LINN statements that sheets were offered for 
sale at post offices with the two top rows 
of the stamps having been removed. It was reported that Postoffice 
Clerks stated to customers who bought the stamps that they were 
delivered to them in that manner. This same stunt seems to have 
been worked again with the 5c New York air mail if we can depend 
on the statements in the letter from Mr. Dippel and we have no 
cng to doubt those statements. We quote a paragraph from his 
ette 

“After placing my order for some 5c Air Mail stamps with the 
Agency at Washington, I drove to several post offices within a radius 
of 75 miles of Fremont in an effort to find some sheets. When for- 
tunate enough to find an office that had received a few sheets, I 
found that all of the plate number blocks were missing from the 
sheets. One office advised that they received their sheets with the 
plate number blocks torn out and with blocks of other stamps sub- 
stituted for them.” 

Thus we find that somewhere, someone was violating the rules 
and regulations of the Department and this person must have been 
an employee, for who else could remove plate number blocks from 
sheets that were issued to post offices. 

It is needless to go farther, if these are the facts then it is high 
time that steps were taken to remedy such a situation. 

Several others have written protesting about these 5c Air Mails 
and there have been numerous letters to the Department at Wash- 
ington asking for a reprinting. 

Only the voices of all collectors can remedy these matters, do 
not send our protests to us, but to headquarters.

It con- 
sists of a mint complete set of the 
Brooke Family commemoratives 
of Sarawak which has‘a catalog 
Value of $7.75, Scott numbers 155 
to 158, and a mint complete set 
of the 1930 regular airmail issue 
of Bolivia, Scott No. C27-34, hav- 
ing a catalog value of $6.30. 

This double header prize was 
sponsored by the Falls Stamp & 
Coin Shop, Box 2078, Goodrich 
St., Sta., Akron, Ohio. The firm 
has a very nice stock of British 
Empire stamps and general for- 
eign, as well as a splendid stock 
of first day covers. They conduct 
a first day cover service for a 
limited number of clients, as well 
as sell stamps on approval.

One of the higher priced and 
rarer stamps of France is prize 
number 42 in the contest. It is a 
superb mint copy of the Die I, 
Pont du Gard, 20 Frances of the 
1929-33 regular postage series. 
Most general collectors as well as 
the specialists in France do not 
have this stamp in their collec- 
tions. 

Sponsor of the prize is the Nas- 
sau Stamp Co., 68 Nassau St., 
New York 7, N. Y. The company 
has a very comprehensive stock of 
the stamps of the world either 
mint or used, being especially 
heavy in European issues. The 
company has a specialized stock 
of the stamps of France, which is 
probably one of the most com- 
plete in the United States. 

One of the higher priced values 
of that colorful United States is- 
sue of 1869 will be given to the 
winner of the 57th prize. The 
stamp is the 15c value which de- 
picts the Landing of Columbus, 
listed by Scott as No. 119.

Most collectors. of airmail cov- 
ers have a number of them which 
indicate various flights in all parts 
of the world as well as ones in 
the United States. A round trip 
cover is another thing. A “round 
tripper” from New York City to 
Vaticar™ City and return is the 
unusual item which will go to 
the winner of the 73rd prize in 
the contest. 

It is sponsored by the Penny 
Black Stamp Co., 116 Nassau St., 
New York 7, N. Y. The company 
has a wide variety of such first 
flight, and first day covers from 
all countries of the world. The 
company also has the new issues 
as they appear, especially from 
Europe. They have an especially 
strong showing of Vatican stamps 
and covers, which includes most 
of the rarities from there. 

The second last picture of the 
contest is appearing in this issue 
of Linn’s. There is still time for 
all to enter this interesting 
contest—a full explanation of the 
rules and requirements appear on 
the contest page.

Dear Sir: 

As a result of the late Father

Part I Of British 
Catalog Is Released 


The first section of the two 
Whitfield King catalogs, “The

the stamps of the balance of the 
world. 

The book has two distinct ad- 
vantages. One is its handy pocket 
size, the other the fact that it 
gives the net prices at which the 
publishers can supply the stamps 
if they are in stock. That means 
that the prices are prepared from 
quotations gathered in the most 
interested area for British Em- 
pire stamps, the London area. 

The book is not as comprehen- 
sive in the material which it gives 
as are larger catalogs, nor as spe- 
cific in details. But it does cover 
the field quite well for the gen- 
eral collector. 

The books consists of 256 pages 
on a good grade of paper, with 
fair illustrations only, and bound 
between cloth covers. Price from 
the publisher, Whitfield King & 
Co., Ipswich, England is 7/6.

lectors have written to Postmast- 
er General Donaldson in protest 
of it. Some who wrote me are of 
the opinion that their letters to 
the PMG will get the waste bask- 
et treatment.

A regular reader of this column 
has brought up a point, and a 
good one, in connection with the 
NYC Jubilee airmail stamp of 
which there has been quite a bit 
of speculation, talk and contro- 
versey. If you will remember, 
two weeks ago, I urged all of you 
to write to the Postmaster Gen- 
eral, Jesse M. Donaldson, Post 
Office Department, Washington, 
D. C. asking for a reprinting of 
this stamp. I suggested that you 
request centered stamps, and the 
opportunity of getting them at 








once rather than waiting until 
they could get'‘around to it. 

I certainly hope that you did 
this. If you have no intention of 
helping your own cause, then you 
deserve to suffer for your lack 
of aggressiveness, 

Now for the point. Some 
months ago, you will remember 
that I stated that our commemo- 
rative printings should be limited 
to 15 million stamps. “Why then 
are you raising—(bad word) when 
an issue of 37 million stamps, the 
NYC Airs, are withdrawn,” asks 
this reader?

Seems as if a lot of collectors 
are getting fed up with the poor 
service rendered by the Philate- 
lic Agency in Washington. Just 
this past week or two, I have 





bought from the Agency. (Today, 
evidence of sloppy work in this 
respect is to be found on all the 
commems. Poorly centered sheets 
are the rule. 

—Some time ago, and it hasn’t 
been too long, each post office 
could get a quantity of commems, 
They can’t or won’t do that now. 
Therefore colleetors are hard put 
to it to get the new issues at face 
which is definitely a discouraging 
factor, and one inclined to run 
a lot of them out of the hobby. 

While there were 37 million of 
the NYC airs printed, I would be. 
willing to go on record that not 
more than one-half million of 
them were fit for collecting pur- 
poses, and of that half million, 
not more than one hundred thou- 
sand were very well centered. 
That then would give but an is- 
sue of one half million stamps, in- 
stead of 15 million, and the usual 
average of about one stamp out 
of five being well centered would 
hold true. 

So while the presses produced 
a shoddy 37 million stamps, which 
would certainly have been suf- 
ficient for all requireménts, ac- 
tually a half million of them at 
the most were collectible. 





Now and again, someone sends 
in a stamped envelope which has 
the usual embossing of the die, 
but does not have the color re- 
quired. Such stamped envelopes 
without color, but with the em- 
bossing of the stamp are known 
as albinos, 

There is nothing rare about 

them for they show up frequently 
in post office stocks. 
Now and again one will also 
find an envelope with the stamps 
embossed on the back or at var- 
ious places otherwise on the en- 
velope instead of the true po- 
sition. Generally anyone who 
finds such an item, uses it as a 
show piece in his collection, or 
trades it to someone who will for 
something he or she needs. 





Just in case you are interested, 
the town of Santa Claus, Indiana 
handled approximately two mil- 
lion pieces of mail during the 
five weeks preceding Christmas! 


Might as well face facts, es- 
pecially when they are released 
by the POD. The fact to be faced 
is that at the present time, one 
third of all mail handled is post- 
paid on postage meters. Meters 
are what is making those odd 
values of regular postage scarce, 
such as those of the Presidential 
regular postage series whieh have 
been withdrawn for these many, 
many months. The meters drove 
them out. 

The POD points out that pa- 
trons and the service itself bene- 
fits from the meters. They save 
the cost of manufacturing, dis- 
tributing, selling and affixing 
postage stamps and also eliminate 
the facing and postmarking of 
mail in post offices, which tends 
to expedite its handling and dis- 
patch. 

But don’t worry about stamp

BY POPULAR DEMAND:—Hun- 
dreds of requests have been com- 
ing to me to present the valuations 
for the PRESIDENTIAL SERIES. 
I always held that this series was 
sadly neglected and that some day 
the stamp collecting public would 
awaken to the fact. The New York 
Air is having it’s day but slowly 
and surely the Prexies are de- 
manding more and more attention. 
During the past eight years we 
were presented with over 150 dif- 
ferent commemoratives. Naturally 
this had a tendency to distract 
our attention from the regular is- 
sues. Nevertheless the Prexies are 
just as much a part of philately 
as other stamps and with the ad- 
vent of rising popularity of Plate 
Block collecting, the Prexies were 
swept along with the tide. 

Now we find that certain Plate 
Nos. and the positions thereof are 
rare because of our overall laxity 
in laying aside the various Plate 
Nos. when they were current. 
Even today the ardent Plate col- 
lector, of the Prexies, finds it ex- 
tremely difficult to acquire match- 
ed positions of current plates. 

As I explained, in a previous 
article, a Plate No. in the LL po- 
sition can appear in your local 
post-office and the other three 
positions will show up somewhere 
else in the far corners of the 
country. A position collector may 
experience a series of aggravating 
visits to his Local PO where from 
day to day all he can acquire is 
the same position of the same 
Plate No. 

He finds himself in a position 
where he has to establish contacts 
with other collectors in order to 
trade or on the other hand he 
contracts with some dealer who 
can reliably supply him with his 
needs.

There are three types of Prexie 
Plate Blocks, Pre-Eye, Experi- 
mental and Electric-Eye. As far as 
I know there are no Plate Nos. 
that appear in more than one of 
these classifications. Electric-Eye 
printing with it’s dashes, guide- 
bars and margin-lines is the type 
with which we are all acquainted 
today. Even the current Plates 
can become obsolete over-night 
for various reasons, “ 

Not so long ago Plate No. 22880 
(No. 805-142c Martha Washing- 
ton) was being distributed in nor- 
mal amounts when it was discov- 
ered that the second “8,” in the 
Plate No., was inverted. The plate 
was removed but not until a fair 
quanity was sold. Still Plate No. 
22880 did not have as long a life 
as its sister plates. 

Another example of scarcity is 
Plate No. 22176 (No. 825-20c Gar- 
field). Here is an item of current 
status but there are some collec- 
tors who would be only too 
pleased to part with as much as 
$750.00 to get this elusive plate 
No. and mind you the face value 
is 80c. These are two examples of 
how current material can mount 
in value. 

Defective plates are another 
prime facor why there are short 
printings of certain Plate Nos. 
Such plates are destroyed and 
when positions fall into the hands 
of collectors they usually find 
themselves with a No. that is in 
demand. In short today’s Plate 
Nos. can be tomorrow’s rarity. The 
trick is to go after them all. Nat- 
urally you must guide yourself 
within your means and regardless 
of the fact that these valuations 
will cover all of the Presidential 
Series it is your privilege to col- 
lect any or all denominations. 

The Presidenial Series first ap- 
peared in 1938. There are thirty- 


two (32) denominations repre-

Before setting down the various 
values I will dwell more on perti- 
nent data of this series and in my 
next article I will explain in more 
detail the various types of print- 
ings associated with the Prexies 
and other varieties. 

During the past month over 100 
readers were kind enough to send 
me a listing of Plate Nos. avail- 
able in their local  post-offices. 
This information has proved very 
valuable as I was able to advise 
collectors in other parts of the 
country where they could write in 
order to fill in on their missing 
positions. Now I request the same 
information in respect to Prexies. 
.ct me know what denominations 
and Plate Nos. are available near 
you. Your courtesy will be highly 
appreciated. 

As soon as all of my introduc- 
tory comments, on the President- 
ial series, are completed then I 
will swing right into my valuation 
program. Discussing the important 
details first, affords the many who 
know nothing about the Prexies 
an opportunity to ask their ques- 
tions, and have them answered. 
In this way everyone will be pre- 
pared to cone with the valuations 
as I present them.

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Robbins Library Has 


Gift Of Rare Prints 


From George Harris 


On Monday morning the Robbins Library 
was presented with seven first edition repro- 
ductions of miniature art work done by the 
famous artist, Arthur Szyk. The donor was 
one of Arlington’s well known civic leaders, 
George A. Harris. 


The idea for the miniature paintings was 
that of Kasimir Bileski, world famous stamp 
collector, from Winnipeg, Canada. One day, 
studying a lovely reproduction of miniature 
art work, Mr. Bileski thought: ‘Why not use 
art such as this, capable of saying so much 
in so little space, to create frontispieces or 
title pages which, on a single sheet of paper 
would symbolize some specific nation.” 


So in 1945, Arthur Szyk was approached, 
and he was quite willing to create such mast- 
erpieces. The very first one drawn was for the 
United States of America. Six others have 
since been finished. They are: France, Russia, 
Great Britain, Canada, Poland, and one de- 
picting Air Mail. Switzerland and two others 
will be completed this year. 


A vast panorama of associations and ideas 
is miraculously compressed by the genius of 
Szyk’s art into exquisite drawings six inches 


wide, eight inches deep. It is remarkable how - 


a man can put so much minute detail into so 
small a space. 


The Dean of American art critics, ack- 


‘ nowledged by artists the world over as being 


the foremost authority, Thomas Craven, states: 
“In this instance the foremost miniature paint- 
er of modern times has devoted his skill as 
a designer and his decorative talents to a most 
remarkable project. The results are of extra- 
ordinary charm, the finest example of the art 
of illumination now being done. These paint- 
ings are not only unique in this field but they 
also capture the particular spirit of the various 
countries represented.” 


Artist Szyk is determined to make “this 
series of miniatures the crowning achievement 
of his life, and his every effort is bent to pro- 
duce a drawing for every United Nation. It 
will then be, assuredly, one of the most beau- 
tiful and significant art series in world history. 


The prints are made from plates faultlessly 
reproduced by magter engravers, then printed 
by the finest eight-color lithography processes,

The 
miniature for France contains more than 90 
coats of arms in every conceivable color. 


The artist, Arthur Szyk, is the man whose 
wonderful paintings for the “Haggadah” were 
acclaimed years ago by the London Times 
with the assertion that he created the most 
beautiful book ever printed. So prized is this 
book that copies now change hands for as 
much as $2000.00 each. 


The Robbins Library is indeed fortunate 
that Mr. Harris, also a well known philatelist, 
was aware of this art work. Harris stated to 
the Advocate that he intends, as each new re- 
production is finished to continue to present 
one to the Library, to complete the collection. 


Miss Lacinda Spofford, Librarian, accept- 
ed the gift of the prints on behalf of the Li- 
brary. They will be placed on view starting 
this week in the display cases.

French Cancellations 
Discussed In New Book 


Strictly a book for a specialist 
in the stamps and the postal his- 
tory of France, “The Cancellations 
on French Stamps of the Classic 
Issues 1849-1876” will neverthe- 
less have an instant appeal to this 
fairly large group. 

It was written and compiled by 
Raoul Lesgor and Meade Minni- 
gerode, and published by the Nas- 
sau Stamp Co., of New York City. 
To the collector of the early 
French issues, the field of cancel- 
lations is a vast and varied one. 
The Crimea, the Expedition to 
Mexico, the Siege of Paris, the 
first baloon airmail, the Com- 
mune insurrection and the Prus- 
sian occupation of the country are 
all reflected in cancellations and 
postmarks. It is of these that the 
book is concerned. 

While the book treats mostly of 
the postmarks of the period, it 
can’t but help include information 
about some of the stamps of the 
period. 

There are a total of 136 pages 
printed on a fine grade of enamel- 
ed paper, and well illustrated.
